LOSDOX, Nov. 8.—The Times says in 


a special dispatch from Tien-Tsia that 
the representatives of all the powers 
were assembled by the Tsung-Li-

From Alexandria 
down to Point Lookout the river runs 
through a peaceful rural 
country. 


High 
bluffs, 
heavily wooded, and 


great marshes, in which one could 
hide for days, vary the lines of the 
open fields, while every few miles 
large creeks indent the shore, running 
for miles back into the country, easily 
traversable by skills arid often 'by 
small sailing vessels. 
These creeks 


and marshes are the home of the 
ortolan and the reed bird, and are the 
Mecca of the sportsman. 


The southern Maryland planters and 


farmers knew every nook and corner 
of the river and its marshes, as most 
of them were great sportsmen and had 
gained their knowledge by hunting 
in the autumn. When the war came, 
having strong sympathy for the south, 
they used their knowledge to assist 
her. 
Every dark might swift skiffs 


would shoot out from creek or marsh, 
carrying dispatches, medicines and 
many other 
things needed by the 


wearers- of the gray to the Virginia 
side, where they would be hidden 
until an opportunity occurred to gain 
the southern lines. It became almost 
a highway for those who wished to 
pass dispatches from the north to the 
south. 
Scouts, spies and volunteers 


all used this route. 
Women going to 


the aid of wounded relative? in south- 
ern hospitals, and even .young girls 
seeking to aid the south, would ride to 
the banks of the Potomac, go to the 
house of some southerner well known 
to them, and on the first dark night 
would run the gauntlet of the river 
patrol and gain the Virginia shore/- 


One of the principal scenes of this 


traffic was the quiet little country vil- 
lage of Piscataway, about four miles 
from the mouth of the Piscataway 
creek. A few houses and stores scat- 
tered here and taere on each side of a 
dusty country road leading to a bridge 
over the creek, were all that a union 
officer would notice as lie rode into 
the place, aud he would pass by it 
with contempt 
Yet that general 


store across the way, with its yard 
running down to tlie creek, belonged 
to one of the most successful blockade 
runners on the Potomac, a man, who, 
under the quiet exterior of a country 
storekeeper and good fellow, hid a 
shrewdness which ouabied him to out- 
wit the union authorities for three 
years, and then to make good his es- 
cape.

BIG BEOiNZE STATUES. 


Some of the Complications En- 


countered in Casting Them. 


Where Some of the Largest American 


Figures .In This Metal Are Located 


—The Process of Their Con- 


struction. 


Few have any idea of the difficulty of 


casting a large bronze statue. The 
popular idea is that molten bronze is 
poured into a mold, and then, when 
the metal has cooled, the mold is 
knocked off and the statue is complete. 
'How much more elaborate is the proc- 
ess, says the New York World, may 
be gathered from the following descrip- 
tion of the casting of a large bronze 
Statue in one piece: After the plaster 
model has been obtained from the ar- 
tist it 5s laid upon a frame and built 
up all over with a reddish sand, which 
is peculiarly fitted for the purpose be- 
cause of its cohesiveness when worked 
and of its stony hardness when dry. It 
is imported from France, the best com- 
ing from Fontenoy-aux-Rosos, about 
Rlxteen miles from Paris, 


This building-up process is not so 


easy as it sounds, for the sand has to be 
applied in little chunks, varying in size 
but aD fitting snugly together, so that 
they can be taken apart when the im- 
pression is complete and the mold is

THE ONE PLACE TO BUY SHOES 


In an elaborate casting there %vill be 


from fifteen hundred to two thousand 
of these pieces, all of which must be 
accurately adjusted, or the casting will 
be imperfect. 
The most noticeable 


feature in a bronze foundry is the num- 
ber of workmen employed in cutting 
up little chunks of the sand and care-1 
fully and tenderly fitting them around 
the plaster model. These workmen, 
b}' the way, are imported along with 
the sand, the majority of them being 
French. 


The blocks of sand being dry, they 


are carefully taken off the cast one by 
one, and as carefully refitted. This is 
the mold. It is then filled with clay, 
and when the clay is dry the little 
blocks forming the mold are again un- 
fitted, and a fac-simile of the plaster 
cast is obtained. Then comes the most 
delicate part of the work. The clay 
model has to be reduced by scraping un- 
til it is an exact but slightly smaller 
copy of the plaster model, for a quar- 
ter of an inch has to be taken off its 
entire surface, and the difficulty of do- 
ing this can be imagined, especially 
•when the subject is at all ornate. As- 
suming the reduction of the clay "core," 
as it is technically termed, to be satis- 
factory, the core is introduced into the 
mold, which has a.gain been put to- 
gether, and there is naturally a space 
of a quarter of an inch between the ex- 
terior of the core and the interior of 
the mold. The core is stayed with 
iron rods so that it remains rigid in the 
center of the mold, and the glowing 
molten bronze is poured in from the 
top and completely fills up the space 
between the core and the mold; after 
it has cooled the mold is removed and 
the clay interior extracted, and the 
statue is revealed, somewhat rough, it' 
is true, but very nearly as it will ap- 
pear before the public. 


The Astor doors of Trinity church 


took three years to complete, a good 
contrast to which may be found, as re- 
gards time of execution, in the Wash- 
ington statue in front of the subtreas- 
ury on Wall street, which was com- 
pleted in six weeks and two days. 
Speaking of the Washington statue, 
every one has ncticeci the bright color, 
or "patina," as it is called, of the legs 
of the Father of His (kxratry, while the 
rest of the body is as grimy as all the 
other bronze statues in New York city. 
This is due to the rubbing of the 
shoulders of street iboys and loafers. 
The founders of the statue say they 
would make them a handsome present 
if they would rub the rest of the great 
man's body, for a "patina" acquired in 
this .way is superior to any that can be 
given artificially. 


The statue that gave the most trouble 


to the founders, and at the same time 
is one of the most artistic and beauti- 
ful specimens of bronze casting in the 
country, is Mr. J. Q. A. Ward's statue 
of President Garfield, in Washington. 
The nude figures around the statue are 
responsible for the difficulty of casting. 


The alloy commonly used for statue- 


casting consists of ninety parts copper, 
seven tin and three zinc; that used by 
the ancient Greeks being eighty cop- 
per and twenty tin. At the time of 
Pausanias they were the first to do any 
bronze casting; previously articles of 
ornament were made by riveting sheets 
of bronze together in the same way 
that the statue of Liberty is construct- 
ed.

The annual shower of shooting stars 


may be looked for about the night of 
the ISth of November. 
Therefore, 


watch the heavens betimes from the 
evening of the above date for two or 
three nights, since the pyrotechnic dis- 
play this year may be one of nature's 
grandest over this portion of the earth. 
Two years ago the exhibition was very 
fine, waxing into the brilliant, radiat- 
ing from a point a little west of the 
zenith in the constellation Andromeda, 
when some envious god, say Pluvius 
Jupiter, rang down the curtain "and 
spread misty clouds over the face of the 
sky. Reports of the observatories all 
over this country show this night to 
have been one of dazzling splendor. If 
the Andromeds occur next .Tuesday 
night it will be" in tfie light of the full 
moon and the small sparks will not be 
visible, but the large stars can be seen 
and it may be that a few 
meteorites 


will reach us in the general bombard- 
ment of the earth from this noiseless 
fortress in the sky. 


There was once a periodic comet that 


used to visit the glimpses of the moon, 
but when it failed to spread its white 
banner against the dark e.rapyrian in 
accord with 
the 
advanced 
agents' 


schedule, astronomers were 
puzzled 


and began to speculate as to the fate 
of the wanderer. Either the sun had 
dragged it into his fiery furnace for 
fuel, or Mars, the warrior, had caught 
it on his shield, or Saturn had impris- 
oned it in the environments of his rings 
and satellites, or it had rushed beyond 
the titmost bounds of the solar system. 
It was simply gone ! No sentinel on 
the high points of the earth, with im- 
proved and augmented vision, could 
catch sight of hair or tail of Biela. 
It 


was a lost comet. No such catastrophe 
lad ever happened to any member of 
Sol's orderly and perfectly well regu- 
ated family. 
It was true that Tycho 


Jrahe's burning star in Cassiopiea 
blazed 
forth 
suddenly 
above 
the 


brightness of Venus or Sirius, and 


tails, fragments of comets and drifting 
nebulifi there are countless numbers of 
individual 
meteorites, 
terolite, aud 


bolides pursuing their elliptical orbits 
around the sun and approaching him 
from all points of the heavens in conic 
sectionSj'like the comets, that the earth 
encounters and which can be seen 
every clear night. This class is com- 
posed of solid matter and furnishes 
the meteoric stones scattered all over 
the world. Some reach the earth en- 
tire, while larger ones throw off por- 
tions in explosions of 
the 
loudest 


earthly noises and prolonged detona- 
tions, as they swing through the upper 
air-and mount again into space. 


Meteoric stones are common and 


picked up in every land. 
Not one 


shooting star in a million, .however, 
succeeds in hitting the earth, but they 
fall short of the target by reason of 
entire combustion. 
Had the earth no 


atmosphere there would be a continual 
rain of dust, sand and stones rattling 
down upon us, since astronomers reckon 
twenty millions as the earth's daily 
catch of shooting stars. Our planet is 
still growing. 


Richard Proctor's theory of aerolites 


was ingenious: viz.,-that they came 
direct from the sun, since they always 
strike the'earth in daylight. 
But they 


fall in the night sometimes which is 
destructive to his theory. No scientists 
of note seem to have fallen in with 
this learned astronomer's views. 


Pliny writes of a meteorite that fell 


407 B. C., which was "as large as a 
wagon."

It is 
this broad stream jx£ dissipated coin- 
etaiy matter, on its way to or from 
the sun, (one of the foci of the ellipse) 


weighs more than ' sixteen hundred 
pounds. One that passed over eastern 
Ohio in the fifties, scattering fragments 
of meteoric iron along its route, was 
computed by the professor of astron- 
omy at Marietta College, from convex- 
sections of its surface, to be thirty feet 
in diameter. 
A-a immense meteor, in 


1SGO passed at high altitude, from a 
point within the Indian Territory, east- 
ward and was lost to view in New 
York, covering the distance in a few 
seconds. With what inconceivable ve- 
locity they must travel to dip deep into 
our atmosphere, almost touching- the 
mountain tops, and yet get away again 
into space against the incalculable pull 
of the earth's gravitation. 
Our earth 


is only a meteor of moderate size in 
the scale of magnitude compared with 
some of the.great stars in the universe, 
and we may yet explode with "hideous 
noise and combustion" in the fervid 
photosphere of some giant Arcturus.
